LSABNEB FBOM SAVAGES. 

Civilization Has Huch to Thank 
Them For. 

The average man is so fond of en¬ 
larging on the blessings that have 
been conferred on the benighted hea¬ 
then by civilization am embodied by 
Kuropean ideas, tnat it is surely 
time to look at the other side of the 
shield. 

The greatest of all the arts is that 
of "hoallng,” and hundreds of the 
natural products of the vegetable 
kingdom, acknowledged, to-day to be 
the only cures for certain terrible dis¬ 
eases, have bcert given to its by mem¬ 
bers of savage tribes. 

To begin with, it was a savage of 
Peru that first discovered the won¬ 
derful properties of cocoa, a very 
valuable narcotic and stimulant, 
from which wo obtain cocaine, a 
drug invuhiahlo to oculists and sur¬ 
geons. making delicate opierations 
i possible without having recourse to 
i chloroform, the action of the cocaine 
I being that of a “local” anai^sthetic, 
while chloroform deprives u person 
onllroly of wili-pow'cr. 

Another useful modiclno is kola, al¬ 
so a sliinulant, used wilh cocoa, 
ttcriitod water, and In certain medi¬ 
cines. The savages of West Africa 
first found out the proiiortics of the 
kola nut. 

'Jlicino, a drug that has cxTtalii 
properties similar to tea. wn owe to 
the Par-guayans, while lea and cof¬ 
fee are alho due to Ho-callod.savages, 
as well as cocoa. 

From the natives of ('alalisr, I'uro- 
pean scientists,first learnt the use of 
the Calabar bean. This wonderful 
j product of the vegetable kingdom 
'produces un alkaloid known as e.seoin 
or physo.stigiiiin, which is indispen¬ 
sable to oculists. 

I 'I'lie alkaloid is extracted from tl.e 
bean and is used to contract the pti- 
,pil of the eye, and in other ways that 
; would involve too much tetimieal

FogitiTM From XwAngsi ToU of 
tho Killing of Thouoasdo. 

Mews woo brought by the oteamor 
Olsrmpia, which Arrived At VlctoriA» 
D.C., recently from the Orient, of 
further succeee by the Kwangei re¬ 
bel*. Fugitive* who arrived at Can> 
ton reported that when Ching Bhang 
Fui wo* captured more than one 
thoueand people were slaughtered, 
and that the rebel* burned and loot¬ 
ed tho alorea and houses. Terrible 
slaughter^!* also reported from 
other captured towns. 

After the capture of Lung Chau, 
an important point on tho Anam 
border, mesKengcr* from the rebels 
went to tho camp of Gen. Mu's Im¬ 
perial troops and urged them to 
join the 1 ‘Gbals. Thu messenger* 
stated that the rising was caused in 
consequence of the oppression of 
missionaries and converts and also 
because of tho unbearable burdcii 
caused by tho indemnity. The fugi¬ 
tives say several thousands of the 
Imperial troops deserted. 

It was thought that tho stories of 
bloodshed were exaggerated by panic 
stricken peasants, who have been 
running In huiulrods from their farms 
to the walled cities. Investigation 
showed, however, that the mortality 
was very great. Tor days the pco- 
filo of Nanaing on tho West River 
have been bringing mutilated corpses 
of soldiers and villagers ashore and 
giving them burial. 

NEARLY A THOUSAND DOHIES 
had been taken from the river by the 
boatmen, and still others wore 
fluating down the river. The bodies 
were those of soldiers, rebels, and 
ccAUiilry folks. 

The relxdlion is strongly anti- 
foreign. and much hatred is being 
shown rtgiMust foreigners because of 
reports etfianating from Canton that 
the cholera there has been atused by 
foreigners having ijoisoned the salt. 
Dig placards have Ixren postoit on 
the walls of that port stating that 
foreigner.s liave poisoned the river 
ami wells as rovengo for the lloxer 
rebellion. 

The lelYols have an agency at 
Canton llirongh which a sleiuly sup¬ 
ply of arms is being importod into 
the western part of Kwangsl, the 
rillc.s and annnunilion being taken 
up the West River. One largo shif)- 
ment of riiles and ammunition, 
which w*ns saiil to have been for¬ 
warded fioni San ErnnciHco. was 
seized at Canton and conriM'aled. 

Some Chinese of Taichow extract- 
I’d a boy’s c.vcs, it being given out 
that Homan Catholic missionaries of 
the vicinity had offered a largo 
price for them. The report fired the 
Chinese and they rebelled. Stones 
were thrown at the Rritlsh Consul¬ 
ate, and the h< uses of the foreigners 
were Kurrounded ny crowd* who pelt¬ 
ed them with stones. The houses 
were barricaded by tho owners and 
llio^riolers kept at a distance with 
riflo.H. The IJritish cruiser Arcthusa 
and the (Jerman gunboats J,uchs and 
Gelcr weie sent tA the scone and 
on their arrival, the rioters dis- 
persc<l. 'Phobc who spi^ead the ru¬ 
mor Were unosted by tho Tao Tai. 
when the Mritish Consul asked for 
e.xplunatioiis. and Immediately cxe- 
cui<‘d The warships then left and 
the Chinese Ixgait rioting again 
iinmedialely after their departuro.'

What They Must Put Up With in 
That Country.

Lust 
I month a wh<;lc lot of these hidlng- 
! jilaccs were di.scovcrqd in Moscow, 
which wore kept iqi by Jewish 
widows who possess ifle right of 
settlement. Tliese women gain their 
I living by hiding their kinsmen, and 
' cluirgo them daily one to six rubles, 
i Of course the lodgings are fitted up 
, in Hfgoi'daiii-e.

CHILPEEH^S BISXASZS* 

Tb4 Various Pissasss to WUeb 
thsy Are Addictsd* 

Much illness, sometimes death, has 
resulted from a misunderstanding of 
this term, and it will be well to say 
a few words as to wbat these dis> 
eases really are. ^ 

The most common '^children’s dis¬ 
eases" are scarlet fever, measles, 
whooping-cough, mumps, German 
measles and chicken-pox; to tlt^s list 
we may add smallpox and yellow fe¬ 
ver. But somebody will say, "Yel¬ 
low fever attack# only adults; why 
do you call it a children's disease?" 
\Vc shall see why later. 

All these children's diseases are 
what physicians call acute infectious 
diseases; that is to say, diseases 
which are probably due to the action 
of a special microbe, conveyed, eith¬ 
er directly or through the medium of 
infected articles of clothing, or per¬ 
haps by insects, from a sick person 
to a well one, causing an attack of 
the same disease in the latter. 

The diseases are very infet’fiotis. 
that is, readily "catching" and one 
usually is not long in this world Ixv 
fore being exposed and suffering an 
attack in cpnsequencc. But some¬ 
times one may escape exposure or 
may be in such a robust state of 
health that the germs cannot eficct u 
lodgment, and thus may grow up 
without having hud scarlet fever, let 
us say. The person may have what 
is culled a natural immujuty, that is 
ho is born with a power of resistance 
to certain germs—just as we sec peo¬ 
ple wl)o are resistant to the action 
of poison-ivy or nettles. But this 
natural Immunits may wear olT, or 
the (•scape hithci\D may have bi*cn 
accidental, and Ih^ a fresh exposure 
to scarlet fever results in an attack 
Just as promptly hs if the person 
were three years old instead of thlr- 

|ty- 

I Yellow fever, when it prevailed In 
I Ifavana. used to attack almost all 
ithc native children in very mild form 
{and so adult nutiNAs seldom sufifered, 
[but strangers were pretty certain to 
be attacked and often to die from 
I this eminently children’s disease. 

I The Kumc thing iiappened when 
I measles was introdue«*d in the I’acific 
islands. Adult natives, who were not 
protected, as the disease was new to 
the place, sufiered severely, and died 
by thousands from the children’s dis¬ 
ease. 

Adults who have never had scarlet 
! fever or measles should know that. 

■ although possibly immune, they are 
1 not necessarily^so, and should there- 
ffore, not expose Iheinselv'aB needless¬ 
ly—especially as a children’s disease 
] attacking nn adult is apt to be very 
serious in its consequencet .—Youth's 
Companion.

SKIMMILK CALVES. 

Skimiullk calves can bo raised at a 
greater profit than niuo-tenthn of th« 
farmers imagine, but most of them 
uro not so raised. U is not a differ¬ 
ence between tlieoiy aird practico* 
but a difforenco between mothodi/ 
Fine skimmllk calves six months old 
frwiuontly bring good prices, and are 
very profitublo if the cost of raising 
them has been kept within roosoo* 
ublo liuUis. 

'I’here is some risk in the work unr* 
til one has become expert at It. 
'i’hcn it is simple and sure. The calf 
must bo taken from the mother ear¬ 
ly. Some do it when it is a few 
hours old. and it is fed by hand 
without knowing anything about 
sucking. Five quarts a day divided 
into throe meal.s should bo all that 
the coif should bo fed at first^ and 
this quantity is gradually ino-cased 
up to about six quarts, 'fho largest 
meals should be given night ond 
morning and half as much at noon. 
I'hc milk should bo as near the tons- 
perature of the milk from the cow 
as possible. All calf milk should be 
fed warm end swtsjt. Later sour 
milk can bo fed, but In that evant 
It must be fed sour all the time. 
To change from sweet to sour will 
cauEo trouble. When two or threo 
weeks old skimmllk cun take tks 
place of the sweet, full crcuiii milk* 
but the change 

HHOULI) BE MADE GRADUAL 

This is necessary hecuuso the quaa« 
tity must bo Increased. It tokos 
nearly twice ns much skimmllk os 
cream milk to produce a pound of 
flesh or fnt. When llic clinnge U 
complete the calves can bo fed near¬ 
ly all the skiinmiik they will eat. 
but a little meal and ground grata 
can bo added about this time to give 
them more strengtl) iind growth. At 
first put a little moistened meal Iii 
their mouths after drinking, and 
they will soon acquire a taste for 
grain. Witiiln a week they will learn 
to take tlio meal thcmsolvos from the 
pail. 

Four-.W‘'ok-ol<l calves will eat near¬ 
ly thrco-(iuart'TS of n poimd of moat 
a day : and in eight weeks about 
double lliis amount. O’hc feeding 
m»ist all be done with care, and the 
food should be gi%'en after this in 
large ju-oportion. Hay c«r» be fed 
to them wlicn eight weeks old. and 
they will enjoy nibbling at it. Noth¬ 
ing but, clean, bright hay or grain 
should 1)0 given. No more hay or 
grain should be given than tbe.v will 
cat up clean at. one time. 

M'bo calves need plenty of sunsiilne, 
clean quarters, fresh air. but wu^m 
sleeping places, andl regular kindly 
treatment w’blch will make then; 
grow and fatten rapidly. Good 
thrifty calves will then not thoir 
owner more niofit than most otbor 
animals 

SOIL NEEDS FEEDING.

American land lookers and investors 
are hustling first to one locality and 
then to aiK>tlu*r, looking over iunffs 
and buying the best farm lands in 
the North-tVest 'rerritories in tracts | 
of C40 acres to a whole township. 
Deputations from nearly all the agri¬ 
cultural states m the United States 
are here buying immense trnrlH of 
farm lands and have bid halfbreon 
scrip uf) to to $4 an acre. 

The American farmers uow buying 
lands in the North-West in most In¬ 
stances pay cash down for their 
lands. The Canadian farmers from 
Ontario are satisfied with a form of 
100 to 320 aert's. The newcomers 
from across tho water look for home¬ 
steads and cheap lands. The Ameri¬ 
cans buy tracts of 040 to 20.000 
acres, und then telegrajdi for more 
money.

Oieon manuring Is a com¬ 
mon mctliod of producing humus. 
Tho farmop should at proper seasons 
turn under all the vegetable material 
at hand, pr»>vldcd it has no great 
market vahio. In thi.s way he returns 
the eontuined nitrogen to the soil 
which otlierwl.so is lost, und enlivens 
hi.s soil by Increasing tho humus. 
Do not, however, turn tinder valua¬ 
ble crops. Sell them andj plow un¬ 
der somothlng cheaper. >\lu'n ctin- 
dltlons are favorable, tho most prpf- 
i(n!)le method of utilizing such a crop 
is b>* pasturing or feeding ond 
tuning the excrements tho land. 
In Ibis way you get tho vuluo of 
your crop and yet return almost all 
tho plant food to the soil. 

THK riC TEN. 

Tho i)lg utilizes tlie greate?t per. 
centago of tho food consumed of any 
of our farm stock. It costs less to 
produco a pound of pork thuii to pr.v- 
diice a pound of beef. Tho pig util¬ 
izes twenty per cent, of the food 
consumed, while the ox ufHires but 
eight per cent. The pig Is one of 
the- be.st sources of icndy rovcmic 
on the farm. 

A laige digestive nipnclty Is of 
prime Importanro in meat-producing 
animals, dhd in (his pArlicuUr tho 
hog stands pre-eminent among our 
farm stock. 

Early maturity bcii^g of great Im- 
portnneo in our pigs, we might be 
inclined to select a short, thick sow, 
tending to fatten early, with tho 
hope of getting thl.s quality in the 
pigs. Hut .such a sow will not bo a 
good milker or glvo largo lltteni. 
hcnco these chnractcrlstlCB must bo 
reached Ihrougli th<5 slro. 

Tho good breeding sow should bo 
rather long and roomy, with well 
sprung ribs, broad loin, deep sid'-n. 
ami some length of nock. Let tho 
sire bo shorlijr, more compact ai'-l 
with finer bone, whicli type Indicate.? 
early maturity. 

Equal parts of wheat middlings, 
ground oats and corn-meal • arc a 
good ration for growing, pigs. 

What wo must havn with our pigs 
Is unrcmlttcd growth from birth to 
thd block, and no waste of Yood fo»* 
needless maintenance. 

Tho pig should gwln the same d-ir-. 
Ing the winter as in the summer if 
he i« given proper and sufheient 
food, the only drawback being’ that 
it takles more food in winter for n 
given grain unless tho jiens arc warn), • 
as the animal heat must be sustain¬ 
ed by the food consumed.

1. Boys that begin the habit at ao eai 
age are stunted pbyaioally, and nev 
arrive at normal bonify development. 

2. Aooompanied with the me of I 
narcotic were certain disordered phyiU 
fanotioos, snob as Indigestion, impair 
taste, defective eyeeigbt, dull hearin 
uervons affeotione aod'diseaaee of the hea 
I have not fonod a single oase of eai 
addiction to the habit of tobacoo-nsing tb 
did not suffer with one or more of tb( 
direful abnormal conditions. 

8 Tobaeoo, nsed in any form, destroy 
the ability to apply one’s self to study, a 
prevented bis ooD^rebending or rsmemb 
.Dg bis lessons. The mental faonlties oi 
boy under the loflneooe of the naroo 
seem to be in a itnpor, and eiooe deprav 
nerve power etnltifles and weakens tne w 
power, there is hot little me for 1 
teacher to seek to aroose the doiynant, pi 
alyzed energies, or to interest and foil 
the fagged deeire. I have not met a pn 
that is addicted to the habit who will 
through a single day’s work and have go 
lessons I have never bad one woi 
sobolarsbip record was good, and in alm^ 
every oase the deportment was below t 
average itandard.

In a few moo 
the habit thus far secret, became m 
pronounced and more public, and it \ 
absolutolv h^the boy’s «wn admiesic 
that It was began several months bef 
the trouble noticed at school, and that 
one knew it save the salesman that 
Dished him the supply of the narcotic. 

2 Four years ago a boy entered one 
my primary eobools aa a chart pu] 
Before the boy was four years of age 
bad learned the habit of smoking oigarei 
and Stubbs of cigars. Uis father tau 
him the use of narcotics, and conaiderei 
sport to see his son exhibit the habits i 
tastes of his elders.< During tbf f 
years he did not complete the twenty-f 
lessons on the chart, alihuugb heatten< 
regularly, and applied himself as diligei 
as the average pnpil o* that grade, 
seemed perfectly unable to learn like ot 
children, though he was at the beginnin 
precocious, promising child. 

3 One boy waa a successful prim 
pupil. Uis work and hia interest 'a 
constantly praised by his teachers, 
entering the lust half of the third grf 
hip work began to lag and bis interest 
decline.

Since midnight Tuesday the lub- 
terranoan detonations hero have 
ceased and the Soufrierc Wednesday 
relapsed apparently into perfect re¬ 
pose, no smoke rising from the cra¬ 
ter and the Assures emitting no va¬ 
por. The slunteil vegetation that 
formerly adorned the slopes of the 
mountain hns disappeared, having 
given pU.ee to grey-colored lava, 
which greets the eye on every side. 
The atmosphere is dry, but some¬ 
what agitated. Rain would be wel¬ 
come. as there is a great deal of 
dust in the air, which Is very di»- 
agrceuble and Irritating to throats 
and cyw, and is causing the mer¬ 
chants to put all their good.s under 
cover. The inhabitants, naturally 
meaning the while population, os a 
ruh‘, are anxious to know whether 
Ihh rtv««o of the volcano is perman¬ 
ent, or whether it is the lull which 
usually precedes greater paroxysmal 
activity. Some people, onticlpaling 
that there' is ilniiger of further vol¬ 
canic eruptions, arc leaving iho out¬ 
lying towns for this city.

The repc.*t that the volcanic lake 
which occupiefl the lop of the moun¬ 
tain hns disappeared appears to ho 
conlirmed. A sea of *iava, emitting 
Kulrdinrous fumes, iww npparonlly 
()ccuph*s its place anu* several new 
craters Itave l>een formed. The last 
lime Ihi' vtdeano showed activity. 
'J'liesday last, the craters, old and

times from the centre of the vol¬ 
cano. hiig«? volumes of sleain rose 
like gigantic lune tn*eH towards the 
sky. ami a dense. Cimmerian smoke, 
mingling wilh'the steam, issued from 
the new and active crater, forming 
an immense pall over the northern 
hills. h)Wering into the valleys and 
J1 luMi rising and spreading until it 
enveloped the whole island in a pe- 
jculiar grey mist. 

Simultaneous action upon the part 
of llie volcanoes of Marlinltiue and 
Dominica and elsewhere seems to de¬ 
note a volcanic connection between 
these islands and appears to verify 
Gif'assumption of the volcanic, ori¬ 
gin of ll\c mountain chains running 
parallel with the Soufriere in the 
Windward districts.

Th» Hessian Fly Has Done little 

Damage «— Live Stock Ha^e 
Wintered WeU. 

The following is a summary of the 
reports made to the Ontario Rurcau 
of Industries by over 500 corres¬ 
pondents. under date of May Arst: 

THE WEATHER. 

November and December of 100^ 
were a little cooler than the average. 
January a little warmer, and Fol)- 
ruary about the average, though 
five degrees warmer than a year ago. 
March was nearly ten degrees above 
the average, and. April somewhat 
warmer than usual. The precipita¬ 
tion for the past six months was 
one and ir^alf inches below the av¬ 
erage. There was little or no rain 
during January. The snow fall for 
February. March and April this year 
wdh only 15.7 inches as against an 
average of 81.9 inches for the past 
twenty years. 

FALL WHEAT. 

The November bulletin stated that 
there was a coneiderablo decrease in 
the area sown to fall wheat, owing 
to the ravages of the Hessian Ay. It 
is satisfactory, however, to note 
that the injury to the crop by iho Ay 
HO far has boon much less than was 
feared. While a year ago complaints 
of losses by Jli'ssian fly were com¬ 
mon in nearly all the count ic.s south 
of a lino drawn from Unron to 
Wentworth—very extensive damngc 
having boon done to the growing fall 
wheat in the counties bordering upon 
Lake F.rio— only a few of the cor- 
respond<*nlH now reporting speak in 
a positive manner of actmil injury 
traceable to the fly^ and these re- 
portR are confined to odd sections of 
Lamhton and the Lake Erie coun¬ 
ties. A considerable amount of fall 
wlvcat. vvns sown lu^e to avoid the 
Ay, ami this has not done ns well as 
that got in earlier. Several rorres- 


wbole, however, tbere^oe been m 
sufficiency or more of hay, and e 
scarcity of oats. Many correspeod- 
ents state that theve U but little 
wheat left, although others claim 
that there is a fair surplus yet on 
hand. It is safe to say that while 
there is not as much ha^ or grain 
in farmers' hands ns usual at this 
time of the year, other feeding 
stuffs, B\ich as ensilage, stover, etc., 
would enable them to put a fair 
amount of both hay and wheat on 
the market should extra high prices 
prevail. Fat cattle are si’arce In 
nearly every section, the high prices 
ruling having cleared thenl out ear* 
ly. Many correspondents also ro* 
port a scarcity of mtorc cattle, al¬ 
though some claim that there arc 
still a. considerable number on 
hand, more especially In the East 
Midland and Northern Districts. lti 
some of the western counties buyera 
from the Canadian Northwest bough' 
up a numner of young stock for An- 
Ishing oA. The high price of grali

People who are accustomed to 
think of India much as they do of 
the Isle of Man or Canada, or any 
other integral part of the British 
Empire, may be surprised to learn 
that less than two-thirds of that big 
peninsula is under . direct British 
Oovemmont. 

There are no fewer than forty-two 
native Royal foxhilics, and these hold 
sway over 595,000 equore miles of 
the million and a half which com¬ 
poses India, while their subjects 
number over sixty-seven millions. 

Tho stranger visiting the Court of 
one of these monarchs, and seeing its 
splendor, would imagine its owner 
to be an independent king. Hut af¬ 
ter a short residence ho would come 
to admit that the real ruler was the 
British, resident. 

These Indian monarchs can make 
neither war nor peace, can send no 
ambassadors to one another's Courts, 
their armies arc strictly legulatcu in 
point of numbers, no European may 
reside at their palaces without spe¬ 
cial sanction, and, finally, any mi^- 
govornment is liable to be visited by 
Instant depnsai. 

Perhaps the best known of those 
subject kings was the late Mahara¬ 
jah of Patiala, who died lately, at 
tho nge of only twenty-eight, from 
fovor. Ife was a keen sport.sman and 
a giver of splendid entertainraonls, 
Ilis Iloyal revenue of Htimelhing like 
LdO.OOO a year enabled him to oiit- 
sliino many of Europe's smullcr Uoy- 
altU-s. 

Next door to India, on the west, 
i.s Jb'iluchistan, a country coiisidora- 
bly larger than all tho Itritisii isles 
put togi'tber. Of thi.s region tho 
king is Mir MahmiJd Khan, who came 
to the throne in 18tb‘J. This ruler 
over half a i/iillion subjects and an 
anny of ten tboiisand m<*ii i.« another 
of Hrifain'a va-s.suls. 

So, too, is the Mahnrnjuh of Sik¬ 
kim. a pretty country up in the Him- 
alnyes.
